ON TIN MINES AND MINING. 

Srr,—It is highly gratifying to all lovers of our county to see an im- 
portant branch of its industry coming more and more into notice. Tin 
mining is one of the most important branches of industry in Cornwall, and 
its mines afford employment to thousands of the population; for a long 
period tin mining has os very unprofitable to its numerous adventurers, 
and until within a very recent period tin mines were looked on with dis- 
taste, especially by out-adventurers. It was very difficult to start a tin mine, an@gréat 
loss was annually sustained in working them. Sometimes I could hardly tell what to 
say or do with them ; I was almost afraid, seeing so many mines losing such large sums 
ot money, that parties would get tired, and refuse to work them. In walking over old 
abandoned mine setts very lancholy though i i ded th ives; I 
could almost fancy that the time was not far distant when we should have to give up 
the pleasures of home, and seek a living in some foreign country; and having had a 
sample of what foreign countries are, I did not look forward with eny feelings of pl

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to that prospect. I could see our copper mines tailing in produce, and could not by any 
means hope, if they worked for this and the next generation, that they would afford 
employment to one-half of our population. I am glad, however, to have the pleasure of 
saying the tables are now turned ; tin mining at the present moment stands at the head 
of the list. Never within the memory of man have tin mines stood so high in public 
estimation. It is a fact that presses itself on our attention, that copper mining, on the 
whole, is rather on the decline in Cornwall, Several of our large copper mines have 
very much fallen off in produce, but our tin mines are on the increase; and I feel plea- 
sure in contrasting the present with the past. Some ten or twelve years ago, when tin 
was down to 38/. or 401. per ton, I weil remember the difficulties experienced at Dol- 
coath Mine, and how low as a mine it stood in the estimation of the public. At about 
that period shares were almost given away,—10/. and 12/. per original share was the 
price, but very few buyers. One great firm sold out about thirty shares at those figures ; 
and a gentleman residing in C——, in rather a small way of business, who purchased 
the shares at 12/. per share, was thought to have foolishly thrown away his money ; 
but he went on and bought two or three more, which made people say—Is Mr. So-and-so 
mad that he is buying in Dolcoath, a mine that is almost done? This gentleman went 
on hoping against hope, I believe, but he had some little confidence. In process of time 
the mine began to look a little better for tin, the water was drawn out the 155 to 
the 180, which had been left in for twelve years. By holding out encouragement to tin 
tributers, some came in from the neighbouring mines, and met with good tin. Mr —— 
thought things were looking a little better, and ventured om some more shares; 
what is the result? Why, at the last meeting of adventurers he had the pleasure of 
taking up a cheque for 216/., with a certainty of having an increase of 1/. per share next 
two months, and after six months a strong hope of taking up near 3007. He is now in 
a position to retire from the fag of business, and well he deserves to be placed in such a 
comfortable position. This may appear to be a digression, but I trust it will be pardoned. 
It may possibly be said to be an exceptional case; but no, I could name many who have 
been if not equally fortunate, not very far from it. 

To place the present state of our tin mines more clearly before your readers, I will 
state the result of a careful examination into the subject. Taking the mines west of 
Truro, there are twenty tin mines{paying dividends; and, carefully looking at your pub- 
lished List, I find only thirteen copper mines that are paying dividends in the same 
district. I have venturéd to look forward a little, say twelve months, and see but 
one copper mine likely to enter the Dividend List during that period; but I think six 
tin mines are likely to come into that enviable position. This is highly encouraging for 
holders of tin mines. 

Some rather timid persons say this state of things is not likely to continue; tin they 
say may drop to 40/. perton. Not very likely, I think; as before stated, tin was never 
in greater demand than at present, and the supplies of the Banca mines appear to be fali- 
ing off. Cornwall can supply tin at a certain price for ages to come, her tin mines are 
almost inexhaustible; but a high price for tin is required in order to pay for getting it, 
and a high price I think we shall have. I intend to go more fully into the mode of 
working tin mines in Cornwall in a fature paper, looking at the produce of the tinstaff, 
together with the expense of getting it, &c. ; but in the present paper I shall speak more 
especially of the importance of tin mining, and take a general view of its present position. 

In looking at the tin mines west of Truro, I think they may be divided into six dis- 
tricts. The first and oldest is the Wendron district; in gving west next comes Wheal 
Vor district, then the St. Just, then St. Ives; in going east we get into an almost new 
tin district—the Camborne and Redruth ; and then northward we get into the St. Agnes 
district, not a very extensive one at present. I purpose to take these districts as they 
occur, and make a few observations on the mines composing them. 

First, with respect to the Wendron district. On entering it from the east- 
ward the first mine met with is CaLVADNAcK, a mine which has been working for up- 
wards of ten years ; the first five years were spent in doing very little. Since then they 
have gone on opening up the mine with greater spirit, and are just now about to reap 
the fruits of their labours in the shape of dividends. Their workings until lately have 
been confined to one lode, on which an engine-shaft is sunk to the 70 fathom level ; this 
lode, which is small, has yielded fair quantities of tin. The produce of the tinstuff is 
6 ewts. tin per 100 sacks, or 6 cwts. of black tin in 10 tons of tinstuff: this is a good 
return. Cross-cuts are driven north, and intersected at about 40 fins. a large tin lode, 
from 5 to 7 ft. wide, of about 4 produce; this lode is likely to yield large quantities of 
tin for years to come. They have a cross-cut at the 40 driving further north, where 
they are almost sure (looking at the surface indications) of intersecting several other 
important lodes. They have up to the present time been depending on water-power for 
returning their tin, but this power is not sufficient to return tin enough to pay dividends, 
and they have very wisely set about erecting a steam-stamps, which will place them in 
that position shortly. Thev have large quantities of tin ground laid open. 

We next come to Wenpron Unitep; a mine that has several lodes, 
but required to be laid open further before it will make a dividend mine. I think their 
prospects are good, but more calle will be required to develope the mine before dividends 
can be expected. They have a steam-engine to draw the water, to which stamping- 
power is attached sufficient to return a large quantity of tin. 

Wueat Enrs.—This mine has been dragging on for some years, but 
not meeting its cost. If the money that has been spent at surface had been spent un- 
derground, and instead of trying to make a pretty picture it was laid out in sinking and 
driving, I think the results at the present moment would be different from what they 
are. I consider it to be good mining ground, but it wants more life thrown into it. 

Porketiis Unirep comes next: this mine has been a puzzle to almost 
everybody. But very few mines opened up better than it did; and when only 40 fms. 
deep returned for some time near 30 tons of tin per month, and after producing 80,000/. 
worth of tin it went down with a loss of near 40,0007. It is well known that a serious 
accident which occurred there some nine months since was the cause of its sudden stop- 
ping; a run of ground took place, which filled the mine, when seven men lost their 
lives, anddn a very short time operations ceased. It will be asked, why was this mine 
not worked to profit? I consider it was through the want of good management. I have 
been on the mine several times, and think there are two reasons why it did not pay. 
The first is, they raised too mach tin; I fully believe if they had been satisfied with 
raising 20 tons of tin per month instead of 30 it would have paid. What I mean by this 
is, that they brought tinstaff to surface that would not pay—too low produce work. 
Tinstaff must produce a certain quantity of tin, in order to pay for breaking, drawing, 
at. 4 dressi &c., and one very important thing for an agent to attend to is to find

A SAFE RAILWAY—THE WEST CORNWALL, 


Sr,—Yon, and all readers of newspapers, are aware that numerous fat(] 
accidents are chronicled ev: ear in connection with railways. But ther 
is one railway concerning which it may be said, as I think can be said of 
no other, that no passenger has been either killed or injured by travelling 
on it—I mean the West Cornwall Railway. It was opened in May, 1843, 
from Redruth to Hayle, and in the year 1852 from Truro to Penzance for 
passenger traffic, and from that time till now it has been exempted from accidents w 
passengers. A singular exception! Some of the servants of the company have been in- 
Jured, and some killed, buc no passengers; and those who have been injured and killed 
became so through want of care on their own part. One man was tipsy, a conductor, 
who fell off the carriage, had his legs cut off by the wheels, and died from exhaustic, 
Another man had his head cut off on the rail by falling thereon as a luggage train wu 
passing. A poorold woman, rather stupid, was knocked down at a crossing, and killed, 
at Angarrack incline. A man on horseback was passing along the railway, and ove- 
taken by a train and killed, with his horse. The man was deaf; but these, however, 
were not passengers ! 

Now, it may be asked, how is this railway so distinguished for its safety? I answer, 
from two causes—1. The extreme care and caution inculcated upon, and practised by)all 
the drivers and other servants of the company. The drivers are all sober, steady me, 
and so, I believe, are all the rest employed. I never saw one otherwise—except them 
who was killed—and I have been on the line more than a thousand times.—2. The time 
taken for the journey. It is fast driving that is the most dangerous element on railways, 
particularly on uarrow guage lines, and where the rails are not laid on wood. I have 
often wished that more speed could be attained on the line, but it is not convenient a 
present. When the permanent way has been improved, as proposed, I dare say increase 
speed will be given to some of the trains. Such is the confidence felt in travelling a

pay for stock (bought “for the account”) on that day,—to make it up, if convenient to 
the buyer or seller, by fixing its actual value on the day, and paying or receiving a dil- 
ference thus created between one settlement-day and another, or by “ scrambling” over 
the actual pay-day with a promise to pay hereafter ; in the latter case, of course, leaving 
the stock itself, with its responsibilities, in the hands of the jobber or speculator. This 
system of business on the mining market (proper), which henceforward to the readers 
of the Mining Journal should be considered as distinct from that institution with which 
a wide world is, for good or evil, so familiar—the Stock Exchange, is an emanation of 
the Stock Exchange itself, and copied from its maxims and usages, from the accidental 
consequence of the mixing of the two markets, the superior having drawn the (so called) 
inferior by the power of its attractions within its vortex. The time will come, however, 
and the hand will be found, perhaps, to enquire what real advantage in any respect the 
mining market derives from the auxiliary powers and capital of the Stock Exchange, 
and what great results are to issue to mining from having that association as a co-adjutor 
in the business. Prima facie, the result so far is rather an evil than a benefit, if 
“ settlement-days” in the mining market are to be accepted as evidence; and at this 
point of the question the writer ventures to assert that, since hard-earned capital is 
merged into heaps by the process of paying differences, valuable time wasted, and dis- 
sensions amongst the members of the mining market engendered by this 1 and 
unsuitable system of business, it has become a pernicious boon of the Stock Exchange, 
and no more worthy of imitation than the “ time bargains” of the “ House” in Consols, 
which, carried out on such an enormous scale, and unprotected by law, lead, on every 
advent of political and commercial convalsion, on every threat of aggression by great 
powers upon smaller ones, and by the muititudinous complications arising out of ali 
these movements, to ruin of a species the more cruel because its evils fall chiefly upon 
the confiding capitalists of the country ; whilst in the mining circle the practice in ques- 
tion leads doubtfal or despairing individuals to a fourteen days’ speculation, which, if it 
results profitably is well both for them and the agent employed, but in the contrary case 
the agent has too often to submit to the loss. 

The business of the market during the past week may be designated as highly satis- 
factory, since there has been no exuberance either of buoyancy or depression, and, con- 
sequently, both buyers and sellers have enjoyed a reciprocity of benefit.

New Wuear Seroy.—This sett immediately adjoins on the west the 
well-known West Wheal Seton, and on the same run of lodes which in that sett have 
yielded, and still continue to yield, such large returns, and good dividends to the pro- 
prietors.

DisHoNEsTY 1N SHARE Deattnc.—I propose to send you for insertion, 
from time to time, such instances of trickery in mining transactions as may come to my 
knowledge, and I would recommend all your readers to do the same, that a practice so 
prevaient may be effectually checked. I will now give you one instance. Ina mine 
not far from Truro a rich lead lode was cut near the surface, and opened on for a length 
of about 10 fathoms. An engine was erected, and the shaft sunk through the lead about 
10 fms. from surface. Many were the visitors and speculators thereon. Some cautious 
captains from Gwennap doubted whether the bunch would hold down, and, therefore, 
declined to buy. Others, less cautious, purchased largely at a high price. A gentleman 
in Truro was called on by a broker, who offered a share at 100/. The gentleman ex- 
pressed some doubt as to the continuance of the lead. The dealer said, “ You need not 
doubt that, for I have just seen the captain, who told me that there is lead enough in 
sight to pay cost for 18 months.” The gentleman purchased the share for 1007. In six 
weeks from that date the mine was “ knocked!”—J. B.: Guwennap, Sept. 12. 


Basser Unrrep Mrxes.—These mines are situate in the parishes of 
St. Agnes and Ilogan, and extend over a large area. The setts are granted to Captain 
J. W. Hunt, of Gwennap, by the lords, Messrs. J. F. Bassett and H. Willyams, at 1-18th 
dues. The adjacent mines of Wheal Ellen and South Ellen were set to work by Capt. 
Hant, the former of which is now arich mine. Within the limits is contained the 
sreat mine pit locally known by the name of “ Navvy” (why so named I cannot say), 
which, within a circle of about 20 fathoms in diameter, and 10 fathoms deep, yielded an 
enormous quantity of rich (native) copper, to the great advantage of the late Captain 
Oates and co-adventurers. There are several very promising lodes in the mines, par- 
ticularly that from which the Wheal Ellen Company are raising their copper ore, at a 
distance of a few fathoms from the eastern boundary of this mine. There are two other 
Jodes on which Captain Oates worked, and which run through the “ Navvy ” (one being 
# caunter lode), which formerly yielded much ore, the depth worked from surface being 
only about 40 fms. Several other lodes in the limits have been but just opened to view. 
The prospects are encouraging in a high degree. Iam glad to hear that Captain Hunt 
has secured the co-operation of a very respectable party to work the land effectually.

For his exertions in 
setting to work Wheal Ellen, South Ellen, and other mines, ineluding West Damsel, 
he deserves the hearty thanks of the whole district, and I hear that preparations are 
being made to raise a fund to purchase a “ Testimonial” for presentation tohim. He 
charged no premium for either of the mines—only just his actus! expenses. 


Great Wueart Martna.—The works for the engine are progressing 
very fast, under the careful surveillance of Mr. W. H. Gray, the engineer, and much in- 
terest is attached to the operations, as different parties have lately traced the Devon 
Great Consols lodes, and all agree as to their running through Wheal Martha sett, but 
only time and patience will prove this question. 


At WueEat GreNvILLE the prospects are of a very high order, and some 
important discovery may any day be made. ‘The lode in the 90 west is about 3 ft. wide, 
and of so soft a nature, from the large body of water from it, that the men have merely 
t take it away without the necessity of breakingit down. The lode is full of black ore, 
which, unfortunately, is lost from the body of water flowing over it; but the lode stuff 
brought to surface contains a strong percentage of grey and malleable copper.

Leap anp Correr Mixine 1x Scotiaxp.—For the past two years 
the proprietors of an extensive mineral property at Minnigaff,in the Stewartry of Kirk- 
eudbright, have been actively engaged in exploratory operations, and the lord of the 
manor has now granted them a lease for 21 years, at a royalty of 1-15th. With a view 
thoroughly to develope the resources of the sett, a company, under the Limited Liability 
Act, has been formed, with a capital of 10,000/., in shares of 1/. eagh, and it is intended 
that workings shall be immediately recommenced. The necessary machinery for lead 
mining has been erected, and is considered capable of washing 19 tons per month. 
Capt. Stephen Eddy and Mr. George Henwood have inspected and reported upon the 
mines, and give highly favourable opinious of their productiveness. Mr. Henwood states 
that “ it rarely falls to his lot to inspect a mine on which additional capital could be so 
weil bestowed, and still more rarely one in which so brilliant a prospect of success can be 
found.” Capt. 8. Eddy reports that operations are at present confined to preparatory works 
and exploration at and above the adit level, and some trials at surface. The adit level 
appears to have been driven through prodactive ground for about 20 fins. from the cross- 
cut; beyond this thereare no symptoms of productiveness, but the vein looks promising 
for ore at many points. In a rise now being put up near the end of the level some good 
stones of copper and lead ore are occasionally met with, and here, as well as the vein, 
is composed of mineral of the most promising character.

Wueat Uny.—In my interviews with several Cornishmen of late, who 
are well acquainted with the situation of this important piece of ground, they express 
considerable dissatisfaction at the present very confined workings. Capt. J. Vivian says, 
in his report of July 19—* You are not giving a fair trial to the main lode ;” this surely 
ought to be done; and to do this is the sole object of the shareholders keeping up their 
subscriptions. The report of the committee on July 27 says, the “carrying out of such 
of his (Capt. J. Vivian's) recommendations as are not in operation would add to the 
present heavy expenditure, which the committee, of course, do not recommend.” If the 
committee are not to be guided by the recommendations of such a captain, who is “ of 
high standing in the district,” why did they put the shareholders to the expense of 
having his report made? and what was this waste of money for, as it is not allowed the 
result of any practical advantage? The “ expenses of journey to mine” of 29/. 7s. 74. 
were, no doubt, incurred with the best intention, as the committee might have intended 
a supervision over the local management; but generally such visits result in no benefit 
to the undertaking, and may be entirely excluded from the shareholders’ accounts, as a 
trustworthy officer at the mine, or residing at a convenient distance, can give the neers- 
sary directions, and manage the company’s affairs, saving this expense. The last report 
of the agent published lies before me, dated Ju'y 2, and it would be much more conve- 
nient for shareholders to be informed weekly of the state of their property through the 
columns of the Mining /Journa/, which is the great source of mining information, than 
for them to wait for the stated report which is presented at the quarterly meeting of 
adventurers. Such suspense is not conducive to the interests of the proprietary, and 
places their stock in an unmarketable position. Looking at the outlay on the mine, 
which is near 30,000/., shareholders ask-—-About what has this large sum of money been 
spent? Not all in underground explorations. The erections, and edifices on the surface 
have taken a great deal of the wealth from the objects for which the sett was obtained. 
The works are now only down to the 9, and thus the mine is in its infancy. Several 
lodes lie in the northern part of the sett, which are considered very valuable. —One 
Interested: Hackney. 

Huckxwortuy Bripce.—At this promising young mine the engine- 
shaft has been commenced sinking below the 15, and it is expected from the easy nature 
of the ground that another level will be reached (12 fms.) in about four months time. 
There is a good lode in the bottom of the 15 end west, the va'ne of which the next level 
will prove.

Nortn Dotcoatu.—The dispute as to boundary, which the proprietors 
of this mine have had with the lessees of West Dolcoath, the adjoining mine on the 
south, has been settled by arbitration, and the lode which was interfered with has been 
left in the undisturbed possession of the North Dolcoath Mine. Chancery proceedings 
were taken at an early stage of the dispute by the lessees of West Dolcoath, and an in- 
junction obtained, preventing the North Doleoath Company from continuing their ope- 
rations in the ground claimed, where there is a large gossan lode, producing silver; but 
atthe request of the plaintiffs the suit was afterwards withdrawn from Chancery, and 
the matter left to arbitration. From first to last there has been a very strong desire 
evinced by the West Dolcoath party to amalgamate with North Dolcoath, and this seems 
to have been their principal object in endeavouring to establish their claim to the ground 
in question ; for although it contains a large and splendid gossan for many fathoms in 
length, yet the strip of ground, to which alone the West Dolcoath party could by the 
utmost ingenuity show any sort of title, was so narrow that the lode would by its un- 
derlie leave it and pass into the undisputed right of North Dolcoath at a depth of at 
furthest 19 or 12 fms. from surface; but it cannot be supposed for a that, under 
such circumstances, a proposition of this character, coming from such a quarter, could 
receive a moment's consideration from the proprietors of North Dolcoath. Operations 
will at once be resumed by North Dolcoath in this part of the sett, where large quan- 
tities of gossan can be broken, at little expense, but its quality, as far as silver is con- 
cerned, has not yet been precisely ascertained. Some of the samples, however, broken 
in the bottom of the shallow adit before the injunction was obtained, were very good. 
In a winze which had been commenced from the shallow to the dep adit, there is, by 
the side of the silver gossan, a branch of excellentcopper ore. The back of the deep adit 
further east, where the silver already sold (about 4909/.) has been produced, ts still pro- 
ducing geasan of good quality.

A very 
rich copper mine has been discovered near the port of Pan de Azucar, ten miles to the 
north of Chanaral de los Animas. The port had been surveyed by the commander of th: 
British vessel Chloe, who reports of it very favourably. The port is well sheltered,and 
vessels can anchor in 8 or 10 fathoms water within a cable’s length of a sandy beach. 
The Southern Railroad was expected to be ready for opening as far as Payne on Sept. 18, 
and to be finished as far as Rancagua at the end of the present year. The works on the 
Santiago and Valparaiso road were progressing favourably, and it was expected that the 
line would be completed in four years. 





THE COAL TRADE. 

There has been considerable animation in the London Coal Market 
during the past week, and, comparing present prices with those recorded in 
our last, there has been a slight improvement. On Monday there was a 
good demand at previous prices, and although the supply was large but very 
little remained on hand at the close of theday. ‘There were 117 ships at 
market, of which 113 were sold, 51 going to supply gas contracts; 4 only 
remained on hand. On Wednesday there was again a good demand, and 
in many instances an advance of 3d. per ton was obtained ; there were 46 
ships at market, of which 1 only remained unsold at the end of the day; of 
the 45 sold 21 went to supply gas contracts. Yesterday the demand for 
house coals was quite equal to Wednesday, but for Hartley’s and manu- 
facturers’ it was not so good ; Wednesday’s prices, however, were in most 
cases maintained ; there were 48 ships at market, of which 10 remained 
on hand; of the 38 sold 21 went to supply gas contracts. The quotations 
at the close of the market were :—Best house, 17s. 9d. to 18s. 6d.; seconds, 
16s. 3d. to 17s. 3d. ; Hartley's, 14s. 3d. to 15s. 3d.; and manufacturers’, 
13s, 3d. to 14s. 3d. 

Judging from the return of the export of coal and coke from the various 
coal ports of Great Britain for the month of August, it appears that neither 
the North Country nor the Welsh owners have much to complain of with 
regard to the distribution of foreign orders between them, as, considering 
the longer time that the North Country coals have been in the market, a 
sale of 307,000 tons against 130,000 tons must be considered about fair. 
The total quantity exported from all ports was 628,762 tons of coal, and 
29,194 tons of coke. Of the produce of the North Country coal field the 
shipments were—From Newcastle, 170,096 tons coal, and 10,881 tons 
coke ; from Sunderland, 75,853 tons coal, and 1443 tons coke ; and from 
the two Hartlepools, 52,295 tons coal, and 1892 tons coke=307,244 tons 
coal, and 14,216 tons coke. The shipments from the Welsh ports of Car- 
diff and Swansea amounted together to about 130,000 ; whilst Liverpool 
exported upwards of 70,000 tons of coal, and 874 tons of coke. 

It is curious to observe- how nearly stationary the consumption of coal 
has been recently, not only within the London district, but elsewhere. 
Comparing the figures given in the Government statistical returns of the 
mineral wealth of the country for 1857 and 1858 respectively, it will be 
found that 386,056 tons less were produced in the latter year than in the 
former, and although 1857 had a larger proportion of the panic included 
within it than 1858, the total increase in the quantity brought within the 
London district was but 93,000 tons, including sea-borne, railway, canal, 
and every other means of transit. Comparing the importations into Lon- 
don during the first eight months of the present year with the correspond- 
ing period of 1858, there has been an actual decrease of 21,378 tons. The 
delivery of sea-borne coals in the port of London during August was—

Under the title of the “ Union des Charbonnages de Hainault,” the col- 
liery proprietors of the Hainault district have inaugurated a confederation, 
the object of which is to prevent, as far as practicable, the fluctuation or 
decline in the price of their coal. The party averse to libre échange is 
still powerful in Belgium, but it is questioned by the most reliable autho- 
rities whether this movement does not exceed in its character a simple 
protectionist measure, and fall within that section of the penal code which 
forbids the combinations of individuals for the purpose of raising prices. Be 
this as it may, it cannot be doubted that the step will prove advantageous 
to coalowners of all districts who supply the same markets as the Hainault 
masters, as the effect must be to give the non-monopolists a decidedly bet- 
ter chance of competing. The Belgian Xconomiste expresses itself very 
strongly as to the injury which such combinations must prove to the trade, 
and gives some very interesting details of the changes which have taken 
place in the trade of the several fields during the past few years. The de- 
mand for English coal is rapidly extending in France, and there appears 





nothing which can induce the supposition that this extension will not con- 


a few years since, yet that district is already making excellent progress, 
although no protective measures have been taken. The Mons field, on the 
other hand, although not long ago it was considered so valuable that 
English capitalists were asked for 1,000,000/. to work it, and to pay the 
holder some 500,000/. for the estate, is completely stagnated—declining 
rather than progressing. This unfavourable position of the Mons field is, 
however, accounted for to some extent by the fact that in 1854 a union 
very similar to that now inaugurated at Hainault was entered into, by 
which the trade which formerly belonged to them has been gradually trans- 
ferred to other quarters. In 1855 the get in the Mons field was ncarly 
3,000,000 tons ; in the year following it had fallen to 2,500,000 tons ; and 
even at the present time, although the total consumption has materially 
increased, the Mons trade has remained so far stationary that it cannot even 
now boast of 3,000,000 tons. There can be no doubt that Charleroi and 
Pas de Calais were most benefited by the shortsightedness of Mons, and the 
present movement in Hainault will confer a still further benefit upon them. 
Prussia and England, however, do not lose their share of the distributed 
trade. The yield of coal in the Pas de Calais in 1856 was 3,000,000 hec- 
tolitres ; in 1857 it had increased to 4,000,000 hectolitres; and in 1858 to 
5,500,000 hectolitres. As to the exportation of coal from England to the 
markets which Belgium also supplies, it will be sufficient to state that whilst 
the Belgian coal sold in the west of France in 1858 was 33 per cent. less 
than in 1854, the sale of English coal in the same district was but 2,000,000 
tons in 1854, and had increased to 5,000,000 tons in 1858. How, in the 
face of these facts, protectionist measures can be persevered in by those who 
have most to gain by free trade it is difficult to conceive.

TESTIMONIAL TO Caprarn CLymo.—The meeting of the adventurers in 
Wheal Mary Ann, on Tuesday, was of more than usual interest, ithaving 
been arranged that the ‘Testimonial from the adventurers to their agent 
should be presented at the conclusion of the ordinary business. At the 
previous meeting a desire was expressed to have a portrait of Capt. Clymo painted for 
the ‘count-house, but it was ultimately determined to present him with a siver salver, 
the value of which was 75/. It consisted of a massive silver tea-tray, 24 in. by 20 in., 
with rich Tudor masked border, solid chased handles and feet, and elaborately engraved 
centre, bearing the inscription :—“ Presented to Perer CLyMo, Esq., by the adventurers 
in Wheal Mary Ann Mine, as a Testimony of their respect and esteem, and in appre- 
ciation of his able management of this adventure from its commencement to the present 
time.—Menheniot, Sept. 13, 1859.” Messrs. West, Chubb, Trotter, Baker, Rabey, and 
Cook, acted as committee. Capt. Clymo occupied the chair, and after the usual loyal 
toests, and that of “ Success to Wheal Mary Ann,” the testimonial was presented to him 
by Mr. Trotter, who, in the course of his remarks, observed that they well knew that 
in mining affairs principles of rectitude and honour were not always held sacred: but 
where the name of Clymo had been associated there had been everything calculated te 
raise the character of mining affairs, and he trusted that it would be many generations 
before the excellence of his good name would cease to be remembered amongst them. 
Since the Testimonial had been first proposed the appearance of their undertaking, on 
account of an alteration in the lower levels, had been a little under a cloud, as they had 
seen that day; but Mary Ann had paid her original capital six times ovir, and if they 
added to that the value of the shares at the present low market price, it would be ten 
times. He thought that spoke volumes in favour of mining adveuture in Cornwall ; 
and to Capt. Clymo, and his able management, it was owing that they bad been a'le to 
realise such large profits. Capt. Ciymo, in acknowledging the honour, said that many 
of them would recollect that that mine was commenced in 1845. Trelawny was com- 
menced in 1843. He and his poor brother were laughed at for thinking to have a mine 
in Menheniot. He replied to the sneers of those who prophesied failure—* Never 
mind ; if we lose our money we will never ask you to pay it for us”—(cheers). That 
mine was discovered by a man named Richard Sowden, and he and some of his com- 
panions applied fur a sett before anything was said to his (the Chairman's) brother.

They had since made 
dividends amounting in the whole to 48,512/., being 47/. 7s. 6d. paid on each share. 
“The Neighbouring Mines,” and “ Success to Mining,” coupling with the toast the health 
of Mr. Philp, were next proposed. Mr. Philp acknowledged the compliment, and ad- 
verting to the occasion of the meeting, said he had yesterday received a letter from Mr. 
Carthew, one of the liberal landlords of Trelawny, and he should be very glad to see in 
Mary Ann as liberal lords as thatgentlieman was. His brother, writing for Mr. Carthew, 
stated he had seen in the Mining Journal a statement that a testimonial was to be pre- 
santed to Capt. Clymo, and he requested to subscribe 5/. towards the fund. ( > 
This came unsolicited; Mr. Carthew’s name did not appear on the books of the mine, 
although he believed that he was an adventurer init. That showed the estimate in 
which Mr. Carthew held the concern, and the benefit that Capt. Clymo had conferred on 
the neighbourhood generally ; for it was to Capt. Clymo and his brothers coming up into 
that neighbourhood that they might date the commencement of mining there. After 
some other toasts the meeting separated. 





Discovery or Tin in France.—Intelligence has been received by the 
London agents of the Pontgibaud Silver-Lead Mining Company of the discovery of a tin 
lode at Argentelle, in the southern portion of their concession ; but little has as yet been 
seen of the lode, as it has been only just cut, in trench, or “ costeaning pit,” but it con- 
tains tin ore of very rich quality,and is of a promising appearance. This discovery may 
prove an important help towards the success of this enterprise; and it is, at any rate, 
a most interesting event, that our countrymen should be the first to discover the exist- 
ence of tin ore in the centre of France. 





EXTENSION OF THE IRoN TRADE IN France.—No branch of Belgian 
industry is more developed than its iron-works, and the Journal du Havre, in a leading 
article, points out the beneficial influence which Liege and Charleroi have exercised 
on the French frontier districts, creating a noble emulation in productive energy. 
The forges of our northern departments on the Moselle and in the Ardennes have van- 
quished the obstacle of a deficiency in native coal; and a recent contract with Russia 
has been taken in France, to the wonder of English as well as Belgian ironmuasters. 
The Havre organ, which is a vigorous anti-protectionist, compares the sluggishness of 
the forge proprietors in Central and Southern France to the activity of their brethren in 
the North. It demonstrates from figures that since the Imperial decree of October 17, 
1857, freeing from duty bar and sheet-iron on import, if intended for export in the shape 
of wrought engines and machinery, has had the effect of doubling the exports of such 
products from France, the amount shipped in 1850 being only 1,325,342 kilogrammes, 
while in 1858 it was 2.531,506 kilogrammes. The duty had been lowered one-half even 
on manufactured iron for import into Algeria, and the result was that though England 
supplied, in 1851, to Algiers, 59,604 kilogrammes ofiron, in 1858 not a single entry, save 
of French produce, appeared on the Customs’ list.—Paris Correspondent of the Globe.

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Whenever a casualty occurs, no matter whether it be in a mine, on a 
railroad, or elsewhere, there immediately springs forth a host of individuals 
ready to attribute the accident to the fact of some invention or suggestions 
of their own not having been adopted. So with regard to the deplorable 
explosion on board the Great Eastern. One declares that the entire prin- 
ciple upon which the ship is constructed is erroneous; another that he pre- 
dicted the precise event many months since, and that if his prediction had 
received the amount of attention it merited, the lives of the unfortunate 
men who were killed would not have been sacrificed. But, unless we admit 
that all accidents are the result of neglect, we must class the explosion in 
question as entirely unpreventible; and we cannot admit that any sugges- 
tion, or any amount of foresight, could have averted it. Indeed, the very 
cause of the explosion was an inadvertence with regard to the removal of 
a cock which had been employed to test the safety of the boilers, and 
although this inadvertence need not have existed, it is of that character 
that we cannot attribute it to unjustifiable neglect. 

It being necessary to carry the funnels through the passengers’ saloons to 
connect the boiler-rooms with the deck, it was requisite to devise some 
means to prevent the temperature of the saloons becoming too high. The 
contrivance to was a water-casing to each funnel, which casing it 
was intended should be continually supplied with cold water, afterwards to 
be used for feeding the boilers. The water was supplied to the casings 
by means of donkey engines, and these not working so well as could have 
been wished, the supply was turned directly into the boiler without passing 
it through the casing. Under ordinary circumstances this would have oc- 
casioned neither accident nor inconvenience ; but, unfortunately, it was 
afterwards ascertained that the escape-pipe which was provided to relieve 
the casing of any steam that might have generated in it, had been used at 
Deptford for the purpose of applying the hydraulic test, and that the brass 
cock which had been employed in the operation had not only been left 
upon it, but was left turned off; the consequence was, that upon the con- 
nection between the boiler and the casings being severed, the casing be- 
came an immense upright cylindrical boiler, without vent of any kind ; 
and great heat being derived from the funnel, the whole of the water con- 
tained in the casing was converted into high-pressure steam, and the ex- 
plosion was the result. What pressure per square inch had been attained 
in the casing previous to the explosion cannot, of course, be ascertained ; 
but is variously estimated at from 400 Ibs. to 1000 Ibs., and generally it is 
considered probable that at least 400 lbs. per square inch was required 
to occasion it. 

Lamentable as is the accident, it is difficult to conceive any casualty 
which could do more to establish confidence in the ship; for it is apparent 
that it is fully entitled to be classed amongst the safest vessels afloat, since 
this explosion has proved that an accident which in a vessel of ordinary 
construction would have hurried every soul on board into eternity, can 
take place in the Great Eastern without causin’, comparatively speaking, 
any serious loss of life. A better proof of the immense strength and - 
mirable construction of the vessel cannot be given than to record the fact 
that “‘ two of the largest mirrors in the grand saloon, on each side of the 
casing, were left unhurt, when glasses at four times the distance from the 
funnel were pulverised.”” This is explained by the statement that these 
two mirrors were the only ones fixed in the bulkheads. It must be ap- 
parent, even to those least acquainted with shipbuilding, that attacks upon 
the construction of a vessel so admirably put together that an explosion 
calculated to be equal to the simultaneous discharge of 20 tons of gun- 
powder did not cause sufficient vibration to break a looking-glass, are 
utterly groundless. The Great Eastern is, doubtless, one of the greatest 
triumphs of mechanical skill which has ever been achieved; and, not- 
withstanding the casualty, will stand as a monument to the fame of those 
connected both with its design and its construction. 








The value of the Government experiments on iron, to which we re- 
ferred in the Mrxixo Jourvat of last week, is by no means limited to the 
saving which will accrue from the Government being in } pany oe of the 
results arrived at ; for they will afford every consumer of iron data of the 
greatest importance in enabling him to determine the iron best suited to 
the particular purpose for which he may require it. ‘They show, moreover, 
the relative value of the iron produced in the Northern, North Midland, 
North Staffordshire, South Staffordshire, Northamptonshire, Forest of 
Dean, and South Wales districts; and as they were conducted with the 
greatest fairness and impartiality, every reliance can be placed upon the 
conclusions drawn from them. For making the castings an air furnace of 
the ordinary reverberatory kind was built and exclusively retained for this 
particular purpose. Previous to each day’s casting, a charge of 5 cwts. of 
Gartsherrie iron was melted, tapped out, and the bottom of the furnace 
cleared of any cinder or scori# before the first experimental charge was 
put in, thus ensuring the furnace being about the same temperature at the 
time of charging with each sample. The coal used was “selected best 
West Hartley.” The furnace being tapped, the metal was run continu- 
ously into the ladles, and directly poured into the moulds. The castings 
consisted of 18 bars, each 22 in. long and 2 in. square ; nine were cast 
vertically and nine horizontally. To determine the effects of cooling, six 
bars were covered with sand to delay cooling as much as possible, and kept 
in the mould until thoroughly cold before being turned out, six were cast 
in the usual way, and six were turned out of the mould as soon as sct and 
left to cool, being exposed to currents of air—this treatment was common 
to all bars, both vertically and horizontally cast. 

The machine used for the sboshenical, testing consists of two levers, 
combined together so as to produce a power of 200 to 1, having shackles, 
nipples, &c., for attaching the specimens for the different tests, and indices 
for measuring the amount of extension or deflection in the various pro- 
cesses. A self-acting register also indicates the amount of extension or 
deflection at the time of breaking. ‘The temperature of the room was kept 
as uniform as possible. The bars for testing were reserved thus :—For 
the transverse test, six bars, cast horizontally, and six cast vertically, two 
of each description being cooled slowly, two gradually, and two quickly; 
for the torsion test, three bars of each kind of casting, one bar being 
slowly, one gradually, and one quickly. After the bars were tested in the 
above manner a tensile specimen was taken from each, and also a small 
cylinder for specific gravity. From the torsion bars specimens were taken, 
and afterwards tested by the crushing force. In testing the transverse 
strength, the bars, previously to being broken, were ground in the centre, 
so as to present a regular surface—this being necessary for obtaining a cor- 
rect measure of the fracture, and to prevent the rapid destruction of the 
measuring callipers on the rough surfaces. When the strain of 5000 Ibs. 
had been gradually applied, the deflection was noted, the weights removed, 
and the permanent set measured. ‘This was repeated after each additional 
5000 Ibs., until fracture took place, when the deflection at the time of 
breaking shown by the self-registering indicator was recorded In mea- 
suring the fracture three dimensions were taken; at the centre and the two 
corners the mean of these determined the breadth; the depth was taken in 
like manner. ‘The bars so treated had each a cylinder turned for tensile 
testing; also a small cylinder for specific gravity was taken from one end. 
In the case of the vertically cast bars, the lower end was selected; in the 
horizontal, the end farthest from the runner was used. The horizontally

cast bars were invariably placed in the machine in such a mannor that the 





upper surface of the casting was subjected to the compressing force while 
under trial. In the case of vertically cast bars, the most side was 
similarly placed, in order to get the highest results possible. The cylin- 
ders used in testing the tensile strength were turned, so as to afford a 
hold to the machine; the extension of the specimen under the different pres- 
sures, commencing at 15,000 Ibs., was noted, and at every 5000 Ibs, addi- 
tional; also the extension at the time of breaking, as indicated by the selt- 
registering indicator. ‘This extension can only be considered as compara- 
tive, the irregular form and size specimen being unsuitable for actual mea- 
surement; also, the extensions given are partly due to the compression of 
the head, and partly to the elongation of the body of the specimen. The 
specimens used in the torsion test were cylindrical in the centre and square 
at the ends, for the of making the bars fast; one end of the bar 
was keyed to the standing part of the machine, the others to the moveable 
levers. The angle of torsion was observed at 1000 Ibs. pressure, and on 
the addition of every 500 Ibs. afterwards. To determine the ent set, 
the strain was removed, and the angular set obtained. The specimens 
used in the crushing operation were small cylinders, taken from the bars, 
used for torsonial strain. The depression of the men when under 
15,000 Ibs. pressure was noted, the weights rem and the amount of 
permanent set taken. his was repeated at every 5000 lbs. additional, 
until rupture took place. From the northern district, the irons tested were 
from the Hematite Foundry, Whitehaven, and the Weardale Iron Com- 
ny, the best results being obtained from the latter. From the North 
idland district, the irons received from the West Hallam fron-Works, 
Derbyshire, were the best; those from the Stuckton Iron-W orks, Butterley 
Iron-Works, and South Bank Furnaces, Middlesbro’-on-Tees, being also 
very . Very excellent results were obtained from the Goldendale 
(North Staffordshire) iron. Of the South Staffordshire, the order of supe- 
riority was Netherton Iron- Works, Park Head Furnaces, Lay’s Iron- Works, 
Old Hill Furnaces, and Level Iron-Works. The Northamptonshire and 
Forest of Dean iron are the poorest which have been tried. Of the South 
Wales iron Blaenavon stands first; then Ystalyfera and Pontypool. The 
details of the mean results obtained will be published in next week’s Journal. 
In addition to the above, there were tested irons from Sweden, America, 
Nova Scotia, India, Tuscany, and iron made from Elba ore; as also Low’s 
nt remelted iron and Pricr and Nicuorson’s remelted pig. Of these

ing weight, tensile test, 28,960 lbs; ditto, transverse test, 9120 lbs. Then 
followed New York, Nova Scotia, Swedish, Elba, Indian, and Tuscan, all 
of which, with the exception of the two first, were only submitted to the 
transverse strain, being too hard to turn. Some samples of Ulverstone and 
Bowling irons were also tested, although not sent in at the specified time, 
and gave in every instance highly favourable results.

The surface, indeed, 
is represented as being a complete field of r in appearance, and 50 
attractive is the locality al her, in a mi point of view, that an ex- 
perienced captain from the Burra Burra had been sent to report thereon 
for that company, and rumour asserts that 40,000/., and even 50,000/., 
had been offered in Adelaide for it, in addition to a royalty ; but it is re- 
ported here that a wealthy colonist has secured it for the sum, we believe, 
of 80,0007. This vast metalliferous estate extends over 1000 acres, the

Tus MINING axp INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS ov CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL. ] 

Serr. 15.—Advices from the manufacturing districts report that there 
js a good trade existing in metallic manufactures. It may, therefore, be 
hoped that the standards for copper and tin ores will at least be supported. 
The former is now about the same as it was this time twelvemonth; and 
io many persons it is somewhat surprising that there has not been an 
advance to about 90/. for ore copper before the present time. Although 
the advance is delayed, there are still grounds for expecting an increasing 
rate in the course of a few weeks. In tin the prospects are as good, if not 
better. There is a large consumption, and the state of the trade leads to 
an expectation that better prices will soon be given, or ought to be given, 
for the ores, when the demand for and prices of block and manufactured 
ore are taken into account. 

In the Mining Share business there has been no change of particular 
importance during the week. ‘There is a fair demand for certain shares, 
but, on the whole, business can hardly be said to be brisk. Wheal Clifford 
and the United Mines continue to be very productive on the Hot lode, and 
the explorations in the Consols sett may turn out important results, 
Wheal Clifford shares have been attracting an increasing amount of atten- 
tion lately, and transactions have taken place at 250/. and upwards; if 
the expenditure were less there would be a speedy advance to still higher 
prices. St. Day United shares have been advancing, and the mine is 
looking well, with good prospects of further improvement ; there is a 
good lode in the 144 east, worth from 20/. to 30/. per fathom. Grambler 
shares continue low. Wheal Basset from 1701. to 1757. South Basset have 
been attracting more attention, as the prospects are considered to be en- 
couraging. East Basset shares are about 160/.; the 90 cross-cut is being 
parsued with all possible dispatch. West Seton being considered a good 
nvestment, prices are maintained at about 400/. South Seton lode con- 
tinues to be promising for ore in depth. At Wheal Grenville the lode in 
the 90 west is certainly of a very encouraging character; and if it does 
not indicate a considerable deposit of copper ore, many persons of mining 
experience will be greatly deceived. West Basset shares are about 21/, 
At Great South Tolgus the lode in the 80 west is worth from 207, to 301. 
per fm., and the mine is looking well. East Carn Brea continues to look 
very encouraging in the engine-shaft. North ‘Treskerby has some good 
points for a new speculation. Wheal Jane has improved, and the shares 
risen to about 20/, North Roskear shares are about 16/. North Down 
eating well at several points, with indications of further improvement. 

heal Margaret are quoted from 50. to 551. Wheal Providence shares 
continne low. Wendron Consols are selling a considerable quantity of 
tin of the best quality. Pendeen is reported to be looking better. South 
Frances shares are depressed. 

In connection with South Garras, a novel point of dispute has attracted 
the attention of mining people. Some time ago samples of a parcel of 
lead ore were sent to the different lead smelters, and, amongst others, a 
sample; similar to the rest was received at the ore-smelting works car- 
ried on by Mr. Treffry as trustee for the Treffry estate. The tender from 
those works was higher than was received from any other smelting-house, 
and consequently the parcel was sold to them. But subsequently it was 
alleged by the manager of the works, on receipt of the ore in bulk, that 
the latter was not equal to the sample, and consequently Mr. Treffry 
claimed an allowance thereon of from 20s. to 22s. per ton. The sample 
was taken (as is usual in lead though not in copper mines) by the agents 
of the mine, and a dispute of this kind is very rarely known. The adven- 
turers at their last meeting passed a vote of confidence in the agents, be- 
lieving that the sample was fairly taken, and authorised the purser to resort 
to legal proceedings, if necessary, to compel the fulfilment of the contract 
on the part of the smelters. Such a question as this has never yet been 
brought before the Stannaries Court. 

A bazaar and exhibition was held at Camborne last week, in aid of the 
funds of the Literary and Scientific Institution. One of the most inte- 
resting parts of the proceedings consisted in a lecture by Professor Robert 
Hunt, F.R.S., on “ The Pursuit of Science by Simple Means.” This lec- 
ture excited great interest, and the hall of the institution was crowded to 
excess. The object of the lecturer was to show that scientific studies might 
be pursued, and scientific investigations carried on, without expensive ap- 
paratus, the only real requisites being close and careful observation of the 
phenomena presented. I n illustration of this, the lecturer took a rapid re- 
view of the great leading features of modern science, commencing with a 
consideration of the molecular forces, and proceeding on to chemistry, 
with explanations of the simple laws of chemical affinity, and experiments 
on composition and decomposition. The chemical action of light was next 
considered, and examples were given of remarkable photographic actions. 
Eketricity in its varied forms, and magnetism with its applications, were 
next in order; and then followed a statement of the more remarkable phe- 
nomena of heat, and an examination of some of the experimental means 
by which many of its great facts have been developed. In conclusion, the 
lecturer proceeded to show the intimate connection of all those branches of 
Science, and especially to illustrate the beautiful harmonies of creation, as 
shown by the evidence that great terrestrial phenomena are directly de- 
pendent on changes in the form of matter taking place in the great centre 
of the solar system, the sun. ‘his able lecture, delivered in Mr. Hunt’s 
very popular style, was immensely applauded. A strong feeling is expressed 
in favour of the Testimonial to that gentleman, for which subscriptions 
have been commenced in London, and it is expected that a considerable 
amount will be fortheoming from Cornwall. It is in this county that a 
great portion of his most useful labours have been carried on, and it is 
here that they ought to find appreciation and receive acknowledgment. 

Some influential gentlemen at Redruth have at length held a meeting 
with the view of establishing a rifle corps for the town and neighbourhood. 
Mr. R. Davey, the respected Member for West Cornwall, presided over the 
meeting. The movement would have had a better appearance if it had taken 
Place earlier ; but the Redruth gentlemen will probably make up for their 
tardy action by the amount of zeal they will now exhibit. A first-rate rifle 
corps may be formed in the neighbourhood, if they will only put their 
thoulders energetically to the work.

ficient number of turns of the chain as may be necessary to prevent slips 
when towing from 3000 to 4000 tons of cargo carried in a train of barges. 
The drums being worked by asuitable steam-engine. The power of those 
steamers compared to the load they drag is very slight, being only from 
30 to 50-horse power, and their ordinary speed when towing 3 to 4 miles 
per hour. They are specially adapted to rivers having a varying or great 
current, as by adifferential system of wheel-work a greatly increased power 
can at wiil be applied to overceme occasional extra resistance, and where 
otherwise paddle-wheel steamers of great power would be required to do 
the duty. ‘This system of river traction has been in successful operation for 
several years on ghe River Seine, and it is now proposed to apply it on the 
canals ot Belgium. If the result be favourable in Belgium we may expect 
to see similar steamers employed on our English canals. 

An interesting paper was read at the meeting of Mechanical Engineers, 
atjLeeds, last week, by Mr. Morrison, of Newcastle-on-T yne—description 
of a direct-acting steam crane, invented by that gentleman ; but as you 
described it in the report of the proceedings in last week’s Journal I need 
not enter into particulars here, but will only notice that the writer states 
that comparing this steam-crane with water, taking the latter at a pressure 
of 60 pounds per square inch, and steam at 50 pounds, the cost of steam 
was 44d. per hour, while water would be 8d., and the cost of a machine 
with boiler and steam-pump would be about 460/. The difference in the 
cost of water and steam appears to be very important, and worthy of 
serious consideration, 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES.] 

Sept. 15.—Great animation now prevails in the Coal Trade, and the 
ports are crowded with vessels, Itis long since Newport wore so flourish - 
ing an appearance as at the present time, and the hopes of the inhabitants 
are once more awakened with regard to the future. The busy state of the 
Monmouthshire iron-works is the chief cause of this decided improvement, 
and the change for the better which seems to have taken place in trade 


generally aids in producing the result referred to. ‘Take the district through, 
and the position of the principal firms will not be found unsatisfactory. In 
the Rhondda Valley slackness unquestionably exists; but, speaking compre- 
hensively, there is an improvement perceptible whereever iron is manu- 
factured or coalfound. ‘This state of things, there is good reason to hope, 
will continue, and thus the fresh enterprises which have just been completed 
in various parts will be rendered successful and profitable. 

It was intended to open the extension of the East Bute Dock, at Cardiff, 
with great demonstrations, but the unexpected intelligence of the death of 
Lord James Stuart led toa postponement of the festivities. The deceased 
nobleman possessed considerable influence at Cardiff, and the respect felt 
for him was strong. Still, the dock could not well be kept closed, and ac- 
cordingly, on Wednesday last, the ceremony took place, but without dis- 
play or show of any kind. The new portion measures 1300 feet by 500 
feet, thus making the total length of the dock 3300 feet, exclusive of the 
basin and locks. Within the locks, the measurement of the West Bute 
Dock is 4000 feet by 300 feet. The Marquis of Bute was present when the 
first ship was brought into the dock. 

The line of railway which was intended to connect Abergavenny and the 
agricultural district with Tredegar, Merthyr, and other mining populations, 
is now in active progress. ‘The first half-yearly meeting of the company 
has been held, Mr. Crawshay Bailey, the ironmaster, in the chair. The re- 
port stated that the directors were prepared to carry out the works as ex- 
peditiously as the funds would allow. The Chairman stated that the por- 
tion of the line between Tredegar and Merthyr must stand over for an- 
other year, but he trusted the directors would be able to carry out the 
original design without any additional postponement. ‘T’here can be no 
doubt that when the line is completed a very large traffic to and from the 
hills will pass over it, and the undertaking is most likely to prove a very 
remunerative one. 

In the Forest of Dean a capital trade is still being done, activity being 
the prevailing characteristic at all the pits. At Parkend great briskness 
has been experienced, and some large orders have been executed recently. 
The demand for Forest ore is increasing. 

The arrivals at Swansea during the week have been—from Cronstadt, 
155 tons of zinc ore; from Nassau, 186 tons of copper ore; from Cuba, 
520 tons of copper ore. 








THE IRON anp METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. ] 

Sept. ?5.—The manufacturers of finished iron appear to be well sup- 
plied with orders, although from the indisposition to purchase pig-iron an 
impression seems to exist that the trade isa shade flatter. The disaster in 
China will tend somewhat to disturb the course of trade, but its influence 
on this district will scarcely be susceptible. 

In the Hardware Trades there is no new feature to report. A quiet, 
steady business is being done, without any great animation or any decided 
depression. The demand for many articles of Birmingham manufacture 
is described as more active. 

It was mentioned last week that Mr. Dimmack, of the Parkfield Iron 
Company, had obtained the protection of the Birmingham Bankruptcy Court. 
Mr. H. Marten, his son-in-law and partner in the firm, has also obtained 
protection. Mr. Marten is in no way responsible for the liabilities on ac- 
count of the firm of Dimmack and Thompson. By a clerical mistake last 
week it was stated that the total liabilities of the Parkfield Company 
amounted to 16,000/. or 17,000/.; thisi s the amount of the unsecured lia- 
bilities, there being claims against the estate for which security on the 
Parkfield estate is held to the value of about 78,000/. in addition. Asyet 
it is an open question whether the firm is to go on under Mr. Marten and 
@ new partner, or whether the estate will have to be realised. 

The proposal to wind-up the estate of Messrs. T. and C. Highway, of 
Walsall, under the private arrangement clauses, has failed. A petition in 
bankruptcy has been filed, and the formal adjudication of bankruptcy has 
been gazetted. 

It appears that the report that the colliers in North Wales had resumed 
work was incorrect, but it is anticipated this result will beshortlyarrived at. 

All the railways, some of the canal companies, and several of the lead- 
ing carriers in the district, give notice that after this month they shall 
charge all goods which they carry on the actual gross weight at 2240 lbs. 
to 1 ton, except iron, which will be charged at 2400 lbs.to lton. Thisis 
simply an alteration from long weight to imperial. 

The question recently discussed by the Town Council of Swansea, of 
taking steps to put in force the 108th clause of the Towns Improvement 
Act, which requires manufacturers so to construct their chimneys as to 
consume the smoke from the fires, is one of the highest importance to a 
district like this. In the case of Swansea, the question of getting rid of 
the arsenious and sulphurous exhalations which proceed from roasting and 
calcining copper ore introduced a peculiar complication into the question, 
which will not enter into it in most other districts. .Scarcely any doubt 
appears to be entertained of the feasibility of the consumption of smoke in 
iron-works, which in this locality vomit from thousands of chimneys im- 
mense volumes of black smoke, which darkens the atmosphere, renders 
vegetation almost impossible, and makes cleanliness in homes and persons 
so difficult that one cannot wonder at its striking absence in the popu- 
lation of a region which is properly named “ the black country.” Every 
stranger who has travelled between Birmingham to Wolverhampton must 
have shrunk from contemplating the possibility of being compelled to reside 
in such a locality. It is true that use does much to reconcile people to so 
undesirable a place of abode, but it is only by dulling the finer perceptions 
of the taste that anyone can become partially indifferent to the absence of 
the sight of the green carpet which elsewhere covers the earth’s surface, 
or the blue sky, which is here obscured by the murky vapours which float 
above their heads. ‘The result of such a state of things is to destroy out- 
door enjoyment, to make impossible the pleasure of cultivating a garden- 
plot, or adorning a window or a wall with the floral ornaments which else- 
where deck them. It serves, too, to separate still more widely the lower 
and the upper classes. All who can take care to reside outside the smoky 
region, and instead of the master’s wife and daughters ministering to sorrow 
and suffering amongst those with whom they are so closely connected, aud 
engaging in useful schemes for the improvement of their youth, they live 
in some rural scene far from the spot which so urgently requires their ex- 
ertions, whilst institutions suffer for waut of the aid of the better educated, 
who as soon as the office is closed, with a very natural inpulse gladly turn 
their backs upon so uninviting a locality. Is it any wonder that a popu- 








lamentable extent, to seek gratification in merel sensual enjoyments ? It 
is, no doubt, absolutely essential that men shou d live, and the solution of 
the problem of life involves submission to many inconveniences and inju- 
rious influences, and it is folly to quarrel with what is inevitable. But the 
prevention of smoke is generally allowed to be practicable, and even eco- 
nomical in the result, and at any rate its great diminution may certainly 
be effected without any excessive demand upon the attention or the means 
of the proprietors of extensive works. At Walsall notice of motion on the 
subject has been given by a member of the corporation, and in a conver- 
sation on the subject, one of the leading members of that body stated that 
a firm which had been compelled to consume the smoke on their premises 
found, to their surprise, that it resulted in a saving of 7007. a year, instead 
of a serious loss. Legal measures are always to be avoided if possible, but 
any extensive proprietor of iron-works who will set the example of con- 
suming the smoke from the chimneys of his puddling furnaces will confer 
an inestimable boon on the district, and do more for its moral elevation 
than even by promoting education. 








REPORT rrou YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, axp LANCASHIRE. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 
Serr. 15.—The details of the warlike affairs in China have partially 
allayed the apprehensions which were entertained upon the receipt of the 
first telegraphic accounts, which were producing considerable effect on the 
iron trade in particular. The advices, however, received from various 
parts of the district report the trade to be in a very healthy condition. 
The works in the Derbyshire district are fully employed, as also are those 
in Yorkshire. Messrs. Dawes, of the Elsecar Iron-works, are busy in the 
execution of an order for rails, The works are generally in active ope- 
ration. In noticing this firm, it may not be uninteresting to allude to a 
few of the provisions made by Earl Fitzwilliam and the Messrs. Dawes for 
the comfort and convenience of the workmen. Within the past few years 
the extension of the trade has been such that, instead of a small vi llage, it 
has sprung up into a thriving town, around which there is a vast popu- 
lation, which is rapidly increasing. At Elsecar this is more strikingly 
prominent. At this place there is a model lodging-house for the con~ 
venience of those of the workmen who are not married, which is provided 
with every requisite for domestic comfort. There are many new streets, 
which are being built on each side with cottages for the workmen, inter- 
spersed here and there with commodious shops. There is also a moderate 
sized market-place, and a regular mart is being established for the sale of 
marketable commodities. This is a great convenience, not only to Elsecar, 
but also to the neighbouring village of Hoyland. A very striking feature 
in the arrangement of the workmen’s cottages is the provision of a certain 
quantity of land for gardening purposes, and each plot is neatly planted 
with vegetables. This kind of recreation is very much encouraged by 
Messrs. Dawes, and the Earl Fitzwilliam; and to create emulation prizes 
are given for the best cultivated vegetables. At Hoyland, which is about 
a mile distant, progress has not made such rapid steps, principally on 
account of the distance from the works. Here there is a commodious 
hall, which is used by the workmen and resident tradesmen for lectures, 
concerts, and public meetings; altogether, Elsecar may be taken as a model 
colliery village. ‘The coal trade in this district has improved much latterly, 
and now affords ample indications of greater activity. ¥ 4 
There is considerable gossip going on just now in the South Yorkshire 
coal district in reference to the cecession of Mr. Bartholomew, engineer, 
and Mr. R. Baxter, solicitor to the South Yorkshire Railway. The matter 
arose out of the discussion which took place at the recent meeting of the 
South Yorkshire at Doncaster. The London division of shareholders sent 
down Mr. Carden, who severely lectured Mr. Bartholomew and Mr. Baxter. — 
He contended, first, that the connection of these gentlemen with the linc 
was incompatible with their position as coalowners, and that such position 
was creating much dissatisfaction amongst the shareholders. He called 
upon these gentlemen to resign. ‘These gentlemen did not take action at 
the meeting, further than to defend the attack made upon them. Since 
the meeting, however, they have tendered their resignation. ‘That of Mr. 
Bartholomew has been accepted, but the directors have not at present agreed 
to accept that of Mr. Baxter, on account of his great knowledge and ex- 
perience of the affairs of the Great Northern, with which company the 
South Yorkshire is mixed up in some intricate business transactions. The 
coalmasters of South Yorkshire complain that in times of activity they can- 
not get a supply of wagons to accommodate the trade of their collieries ; 
whilst at the colliery of which Mr. Bartholomew and Mr. Baxter are pro- 
prietors there is always an abundant supply, which enables them to get 
their coals in the market, thus to deprive others of a portion of their trade. 
We do not known to what extent this may be correct, but it is fair to pre- 
sume that in these days of self they would see that their own colliery was 
not neglected. Authority was given at the late shareholders’ meeting to 
expend 40,0007. in the construction of a line from the Brightside junction 
of the Midland to Sheffield, so as to make the company independent of the 
Midland as regards a direct communication with Sheffield; and it is un- 
derstood that Mr. Bartholomew will not leave the company until this por- 
tion of the line is completed. y . 
A very serious accident has happened at the Silkstone Main Colliery, 
Masborough, near Sheffield, the property of Messrs. Swallow. ‘The colliery 
has been worked about twelve years. The pit has two shafts, 20 yards 
apart, and each 160 yards deep, one of which is used for draining water 
which runs in the pit, and the other for drawing out the coal. The men 
leave the works by this shaft, and the pumping-shaft is used for purposes 
of ventilation. ‘There are two broad tramways at the bottom of the shaft, 
from which others were driven. ‘The men were working at this place at 
the time of the accident. At the junction of the cross tramway an engine 
was erected some years ago to draw up the coals from the workings to the 
bottom of the shaft. A flue to carry off the smoke, 24 yards in width, is 
carried from the engine furnace to the bottom of the upcast, a distance of 
130 yards, through the coal which has not been got. The flue rests upor 
matter which is not combustible. There are spaces of about 2 feet, to pre- 
vent the brickwork igniting the coal. About noon on Thursday a dense 
volume of smoke was scen issuing from the drawing-shaft, and it was at 
once concluded that the pit was on fire. There were about 34 men and 
boys employed in the pit at the time, and great anxiety was felt for their 
safety. ‘The smoke was too great to enable any one to exist under it, and 
fears were entertained that the whole of the lives would be sacrificed. By 
means of boards and canvass the smoke was prevented issuing from the 
pumping-shaft, and by means of a gin the men were, during the afternoon 
and evening, rescued, with the exception of four, two of whom were aiter- 
wards found dead, and two are yet undiscovered. Water was turned in 
the pit, and all hope of saving their lives was atanend. Mr. Hedley, the 
Government Inspector, was telegraphed for, and he arrived, and super- 
intended the operations. It would be too harrowing to picture the anxiety 
and fears of the relatives of those who were in the pit at the time of the 
accident. An inquest was formally opened at Masborough on Saturday 
morning, and adjourned till Oct. 5. ; 

In reply to the communication from the City Council of Manchester, a 
letter has been received from Prof. Phillips, the hon. secretary to the British 
Association, in which he says that the invitation to visit Manchester in 
1861 will be received by the members present at this year’s meeting with 
great gratification.

THE MINING INDUSTRY OF IRELAND. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN DUBLIN.] 

Serr. 15.—The Barravore Mining Company, to which I lately alluded, 
has been very successfully established. The shares being few, have been 
all taken up by private parties. ‘The mine is in the company’s possession. 
The deposit has been paid to the former lessee, and already ore is being 
raised; and parties connected with the company even assert that in a short 
time the company will be in a position to pay a dividend out of profits; this, 
to say the least of it, is quick work, and shows great activity and energy 
used on the part of the projectors. 

Of the zine ore in the General Mining Company’s property there is no- 
thing special to report. As stated before,new machinery will be required 
to separate the zinc from the other combitiations ; but unless the directors 
are perfectly certain of the complete success of the operation they will not, 
of course, incur expense; they are at present very sanguine of good results, 
and it is ascertained the deeper the cuttings the better the ore is found to be. 

At the Carysfort Mine everything is proceeding satisfactorily. About 
70 men are employed, and in two parts of the property results have been 
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Ballytemple. It is too soon to give any definite information, but I hope ere 
long to supply you with some worth communicating. 

At the Gievraunn Mine it is expected that in a very short time good 
copper wi'l be raised; a lode is expected to be cut in another fortnight. 

Railway communication in the West is actively projected. The pro- 
spectus of the Ennis and Athenry Railway is published. The directory 
is a first-class one. The railway is intended to join the Limerick and 
Ennis Railway at Ennis; and the Midland Great Western at Athenry. 
The capital will be 200,000/., in 20,000 shares of 10/. each. This line of 
railway will form the connecting link between Milford and Galway, via 
Waterford, Limerick, and Ennis ; and looking at the evident advantages 
which such a line of railway would confer, there can be no doubt of its 
complete success. 

A shareholders’ committee has been formed in Dublin for the purpose 
of forwarding the transatlantic packet station at Galway, as I hinted at 
last week. The object is so obtain subscriptions in Ireland to the extent 
of 200,0 0., or nearly one-half of the entire capital, and from the great 
exertions made to carry out this object it will very likely be accomplished. 

The valué of mining shares has been unchanged during the week, and 
there have been no quotations except for Carysfort Mining Company at 
15s., and Wicklow Copper at 49}. 

The Mining Company of Ireland are at present smelting a cake of silver 
at their works at Ballycorus, and it will be soon ready for sale. 








MANUFACTURE OF CAST-STEEL.—No. II. 
. [Concluded from the Mining Journal of Sept. 10.) 

The third invention (134), patented the same day as the preceding, ap- 
Pars nearly similar: He states that the invention consists in manufac- 
turing cast-stcel from mixtures of the following materials melted and com- 
bined together in melting-pots or crucibles, placed in furnaces, such as or- 
dinarily employed for melting cast-steel, the said materials being used 
either with or without tbe addition of charcoal or other carbonaceous matter 
thereto:—1. Cast-iron which has been partially or wholly decarbonised by 
air having been passed through it whilst in a liquid or molten state—.2. De- 
oxidised iron ore, prepared by heating iron ores or oxides of iron in close 
chambers or vessels in contact with charcoal or other carbonaceous sub- 
stances, or in an atmosphere of such gases as have the power of reducing 
heated oxide of iron to the metallic state, such as hydrogen and gaseous 
or volatile hydro-carbons.—3. A triple compound, consisting of or contain- 
ing iron, carbon, and manganese, such as the white crystalline pig or cast- 
iron metal smelted from spathose or sparry carbonates of iron, and other 
ores of iron, containing besides iron much oxides of manganese. This 
compound is known in Rhenish Prussia as “spiegal eisen,” that is to say, 

looking-glass iron,” from the large and brilliant facets exhibited by its 
fractured surfaces, and it is found to contain from 1 to 8 per cent. by 
weight of metallic manganese, and from 2 to 5} per cent. by weight of 
carbon in combination with the iron. But the trivle compound of iron, 
carbon, :nd manganese may be prepared in any other convenient and eco- 
nomical maaner. The relative proprotions of these materials to be com- 
bined to proluce cast-steel vary with the particular nature of the said ma- 
terials, but he has found that equal parts by weight of partially decar- 
bonised cast-iron and of deoxidised iron ore, combined with from 3 to 15 
per cent. of their joint weight of the triple compound of iron, carbon, and 
manganese, will produce the different qualities of cast-steel required in 
commerce, and that when the cast-iron has been wholly decarbonised the 
same proportions will afford the like or similar results, by adding to the 
mixture when charged in the melting pot or crucible from } to 5 parts by 
weight of charcoal to every 100 parts by weight of mixture operated upon. 

Invention No. 4 (145) consists, firstly, in producing cast-steel from scrap 
steel, bar-steel, or blister steel, melted in the usual manner in clay pots or 
crucibles, and combined in the melting-pots with deoxydised iron ore and 
a triple compound, consisting of or containing iron, carbon, and metallic 
manganese; and, secondly, in producing cast-steel from wrought or malle- 
able iron melted with carbonaceous matter, and combined in the melting- 

ts with deoxydised iron ore, and a triple compound, containing iron, car- 

m, and metallic manganese. The triple compound or material which he 
prefers to use is the white crystalline pig or cast-iron metal, made from 
smelting with coal, coke, or charcoal fuel, the sparry carbonates of iron, 
termed spathose iron ores, or such other ores of iron as contain besides iron 
& Considerable quantity of manganese; but the triple compound of iron, 
carbon, and metallic manganese may, however, be produced or made in 
2n any other manner which may be found to be more convenient or econo- 
mical. Thedeoxydised iron ore may be prepared by heating iron ores or 
oxides of iron in close brick chambers or vessels in contact with charcoal 
or other carbonaceous substances, or such gases’ as reduce or deoxidise 
heated oxide’ of iron, until the ores or oxides of iron shall have been de- 
prived, or nearly deprived, of their oxygen. The proportions of these ma- 
terials to be combined to produce cast-steel vary with the nature of the 
substances to be operated upon, but he has found that the following pro- 
Portions produce good results in practice :—Firstly, when the iron ore is 
completely deoxidised, mix it with the scrap steel, bar-stecl, or blister steel, 
or mixtures of wrought-iron with carbonaceous matter in various propor- 
tions, observing, however, that a mixture of one part of the deoxydised 
iron ore with from one to four parts by weight of any of these substances 
gives an excellent result, and that the larger the proportion of deoxydised 
iron ore used in the mixture, the sounder and more ductile will be the re- 
Suiting cast-steel. To every hundred parts by weight of such mixture add 
in the melting-pots or crucibles from two to twenty parts by weight of the 
triple compound of iron, carbon, and metallic manganese, in order to ob- 
tain all the qualities of cast-steel ordinarily required in commerce; observ- 
ing that the degree of hardness of the steel thus obtained will be regulated 
by the proportion of the said triple compound combined with it, and that 
the hardness of the steel will be increased in proportion as the quantity of 
the triple compound combined with it is increased.—Secondly, when the 
iron Ore is nearly but not wholly deoxydised, mix with it a quantity of char- 
coal, amounting by weight to from 1 to 5 per cent. of the weight of the 
deoxydised iron ore to be operated upon, according as the iron ore has been 
more or less nearly deoxydised, and then proceed to combine it with the 
steel or iron, and with the triple compound of iron, carbon, and metallic 
manganese in the manner already described. The materials may be mixed 
together in the cold state, placed in the melting-pots and melted into steel; 
or the steel and the deoxy:ised iron ore, or the wrought-iron and carbona- 
ccous matter and the deoxydised iron ore, may be first melted, and the 
triple compound of iron, carbon, and metallic manganese may then be 
added, also in a molten or fluid state; or the mixture and combination of 
the materials may be effected in the melting-pots in any convenient man- 
ner, in order to form by their union melted cast-steel. 

In carrying out his fifth invention (210), which isan amendment of that 
secured on Sept. 22, 1856, he melts the triple compound of iron, carbon, 
and manganese in a melting pot or crucible, or in a suitable melting fur- 
nace, and then pours it from a pot or ladle in small successive quantities 
from time to time, or in a small continuous stream, into the purifying vessel 
or furnace, where the melted cast-iron is being decarbonised by the action 
of air foreed or passed through it, so that the triple compound of iron, 
carbon, and manganese may become mixed with the melted cast-iron 
whilst the latter is undergoing the process of decarbonisation; but he care- 
fully avoids the sudden introduction of a large quantity of the melted triple 
compound into the purifying furnace or vessel, and amongst the melted 
cast-iron, as the sudden addition of a large quantity of the said triple com- 
pound, whilst the air is passing through the molten iron, might occasion 
a violent and dangerous explosion. The addition of the triple compound 
of iron, carbon, and manganese may also be effected by stamping, crush- 
ing, or granulating the said triple compound, and introducing it thus pul- 
verised or granulated in small successive quantities into the decarbonising 
vessel or furnace, so that it may fall into and become mixed with the 
melted cast-iron, whilst the latter is undergoing the process of decarbonisa- 
tion by the action of air forced or passed through it; or the triple com- 
pound may be heated to a temperature insufficient to melt it, and may be 
then introduced into the decarbonising vessel or farnace, so as to fall into 
the melted iron, wherein it will be speedily dissolved, and with which it 
will become combined. The proportions of the triple compound of iron, 
carbon, and manganese to be added to the melted cast-iron which is being 
decarhonised by the action of the air forced or passed through it may be 
varied at the will of the operator; but he finds, in practice, that from 5 lbs. 
to 20 lbs. of the triple compound of iron, carbon. and manganese is a suffi- 
cient quantity to add to every 100 lbs. of the melted cast-iron, whilst the 
latter is being decarbonised by the action of air forced or passed through it. 
The essence of his invention, he says, consists in combining a triple com- 

of iron, carbon, and manganese with melted cast-iron whilst the 
oes being decarbonised by the action of the air forced or passed through 


it in any convenient vessel or furnace, and he prefers to add the triple com- 
pound of iron, carbon, and manganese in a fluid or molten state to the 
melted cast-iron, being careful, however, to introduce the triple compound 
gradually, and in small quantities, so as to avoid the danger of an explo- 
sion, which might occur should a large quantity of the triple compound be 
suddenly introduced into the melted cast-iron when the latter has been 
decarbonised to a considerable extent. 

In specifying his sixth invention (211), for which the patent was ob- 
tained the same day, Mr. Mushet says that when iron ores, or oxides of 
iron, are strongly heated in close chambers or converting furnaces, and 
exposed during the said heating to the action of carbon, or other reducing 
or deoxidising substances or agents, the said iron ores are gradually de- 
prived of their oxygen, and are reduced to the state of metallic iron, mixed 
with the silica and other earthy matters originally contained in iron ores 
or oxides of iron. If the metallic iron thus obtained by deoxidising iron 
ores or oxides of iron be strongly heated in close chambers or converting 
furnaces in contact with carbonaceous matter, the air being carefully ex- 
cluded, a portion of the carbonaceous matter is absorbed by the metallic 
iron, and combines therewith, forming a kind of crude steel, resembling 
the blistered steel of commerce in some respects, but not possessing its 
ductility and capacity for welding. The essence of his invention consists 
in melting crude steel, obtained from deoxidised iron ores or oxides of iron, 
and combining it during the melting, or when melted, with a triple com- 
pound consisting of iron, carbon, and manganese. By combining the said 
crude steel with the said triple compound, the quality of the said steel is 
much improved. ‘The said deoxidised iron ore and triple compound may 
be melted in melting-pots or crucibles, heated in furnaces of the kind ordi- 
narily employed in melting steel. The steel, when melted, may be cast 
into ingots, or such other castings as required. He prefers to use the purest 
and richest varieties of iron ore for deoxidising, and for subsequent con- 
version into the crude steel, and avoids such iron ores as are largely con- 
taminated with sulphur, phosphorus, and silica. The iron ores may be 
deoxidised, and then converted into crude steel, in the usual manner, by 
heating them with charcoal, or other carbonaceous matter, in any ordinary 
steel-converting furnace, such as is used for obtaining blistered steel from 
bar-iron. The triple compound of iron, carbon, and man may be 
prepared by smelting in the blast-furnace iron ores which contain, in addi- 
tion to iron, much manganese; but he prefers to employ the “ spiegel 
eisen.” The relative proportion of the triple compound of iron, carbon, 
and manganese which he combines with the crude steel varies according to 
the particular nature of the materials employed, and according to the qua- 
lity of the steel which it is intended to produce. He has found in practice 
that it is sufficient to add from 1 Ib. to 5 lbs. of the triple compound of 
iron, carbon, and manganese to every 30 Ibs. of the crude steel obtained 
from deoxidised iron ore or oxide of iron, in order to produce, by melting 
and combining these substances, the various qualities of cast-steel ordi- 
narily required in cc ce, observing that as the relative proportion of 
the triple compound added to the crude steel is increased, so will the hard- 
ness of the resulting cast-steel be increased, and the reverse. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Mushet patented an invention (No. 100) 

on Jan. 12, for a metallic alloy, which is substantially the same as the 
other patent, taken the same day—the object being the same in each case 
—to obtain an iron with a small proportion of metallic tungsten in com- 
bination with it. However, by invention No. 100, he granulates the cast- 

iron, and mixes wolfram ore with it before melting; and by invention 

No. 101, he takes bar-iron, mixes wolfram ore combined with carbonaceous 
matter, and melts the compound. The invention consists in the uc- 
tion of an alloy composed of cast-iron and metallic tungsten. He takes 
lumps or pieces of cast-iron, and having heated them strongly to a tem- 

perature a little short of their melting point, stamps, pulverises, or crushes 
them, so as to reduce them to the state of a coarse powder, or he granu- 

lates cast-iron in any other convenient manner. To this pulverised or 
finely granulated cast-iron he adds a quantity of pulverised oxide of tung - 
sten, or tungstic acid, or, preferably, of pulverised common ore of tung- 

sten, commonly called ion. or wolfram ore, or tungstate of iron and 

manganese. He mixes the pulverised or finely granulated cast-iron and 

the pulverised wolfram thoroughly together, and he heats the said mixture 
in melting pots or crucibles, placed in a steel melting furnace until it is 

melted and is in a liquid state; he then withdraws the melting pots from 

the furnace, and pours the alloy of iron and tungsten into suitable moulds 
to form ingots, pigs; or other s' or masses of the alloy of tungsten 

and cast-iron. He prefers to use the best qualities of cast-iron, and the 

cleanest and richest ores or oxides of tungsten. The proportion of tung- 

sten or wolfram to be mixed with the pulverised or finely granulated cast- 
iron varies according to the nature of the cast-iron, and according to the 
proportion of metallic tungsten which is to be alloyed with the cast-iron; 

but he finds in practice that 24 lbs. of pulverised or finely granulated grey 
cast-iron, and 8 lbs. of pulverised tungsten ore or wolfram containing 50 
per cent. of metallic tungsten, yield when mixed and melted together a 
hard and solid alloy of cast-iron and tungsten consisting of about 20 parts 
by weight of iron, and 4 parts by weight of tungsten, which said alloy, 
when cast into an in may be rolled or hammered when moderately 
heated, into bars or , possessed, when in the cold state, of consi- 
derable strength and great hardness and density. By adding a lesser pro- 
portion of pulverised tungsten ore or wolfram to the granulated or pul- 

verised cast-iron, and melting these substances together, a harder alloy of 
cast-iron and tungsten may be obtained, but it is less ductile, and will 
not bear so much heat under the hammer. By adding a greater propor- 

tion of pulverised tungsten ore or wolfram to the pulverised or granulated 
cast-iron, and then melting them together, a softer and more tenacious 
alloy of cast-iron and metallic tungsten is obtained, which will bear more 

heat under the hammer, and is more ductile and extensible into bars or 
sheets when heated. In order to form a softer alloy of cast-iron and me- 
tallic tungsten than that of the mixture last described, he mixes 24 lbs. of 
pulverised or finely granulated cast-iron with 12 lbs. of pulverised wolfram, 
and he melts the mixture in a clay pot or crucible, placed in an ordinary 
steel melting furnace, and heated until the alloy is in the fluid state; he 
then pours the melted metal into an ingot mould, or any other suitable 
mold, for forming a casting of the desired shape or size. Carbonaceous 
matters may be added to the mixture of pulverised or finely granulated 
cast-iron and pulverised tungsten ore or wolfram, but such addition of 
carbonaceous matter is not essential to the success of his process. In 
manufactaring an alloy of cast-iron and metallic tungsten, pieces of scrap 
and wrought or malleable iron or steel may be introduced along with the 
pulverised or granulated cast-iron, and tungsten ore or wolfram into the 
melting pots, and may be melted therein along with the cast-iron and 
tungsten ore or wolfram, but the addition of and wrought or malle- 
able iron or steel is not essential to the success of his process. The cast- 
iron which he prefers to use is that known in commerce as No. 1, or melt- 
ing iron, being rich grey iron; and he selects cast-iron of this description 
which has been smelted from pure hematite, specular, or magnetic iron 
ores with charcoal fuel, or with coke fuel, either naturally free from sul- 
phur, or which has been artificially desulphurised by any convenient 
method; andhe carefully avoids such cast-iron as contains a notable amount 
of sulphur or phosphorus. He prepares the cast-iron for his process by 
breaking the pigs of iron into lumps of from 20 to 40 lbs. each. These 
lumps he heats in a reverbera' furnace with the flame of coal, or he 
heats them in an ordinary steel melting furnace with coke fuel to a tem- 
perature somewhat short of the melting point of the said cast-iron. He 
then places the heated lumps of pig-iron in iron mortars, and beats upon 
them with iron pestles until the lumps are reduced toa granular state; and 
he prefers to granulate the cast-iron sufficiently to pass the meshes of a sieve 
or riddle of 5 meshes per linear inch, or 25 meshes per square inch, though 
he does not confine himself to this particular degree of granulation. 














Improvep Appiication or Motive Power To Surv Proputsion. 
—Messrs. James Newcomb and Joseph Gwyre Lovell, of Bristol, have re- 
cently specified the letters patent granted to them for the invention for im- 
provements in obtaining and upplying motive er, especially adapted, 
amongst other purposes, to the propelling of ships and vessels.—1. The 
nature of the said invention consists in having the throttle, compensating, 
or expansion valve in the pipe, which leads the steam to the steam cylinder, so connected 
tothe parts of the engine that it can be wholly or partially closed as the piston ap- 
proaches the end of its stroke, the full or partial closing depending upon how it is pre- 
viously set or regulated by the engineer or attendant; also in the use of asmall addi- 
tional steam cylinder, or donkey engine, as it may be termed, to work the slide or other 
valves of the steam-engine—such additional steam cylinder being of sufficient power to 
work the slide or other valve instead of the eccentric, and bring into existence a main- 
taining power that will carry the slide-valve over the ports at top and bottom of the stroke 
of the engine without theaid of the fly-wheel, or of working engines in pairs.—2. In the 
arrangement of the engine and pumping machinery when propelling vesscls by forcing 
water (from the stern, for instance), the pump which forces the water acting also as the 
air-pump of the steam-engine.—3. In the feed and delivery pipes combined with such 








hydraulic chamber and cond connected with such steam-engine and pumping ma. 
chinery, whereby the water used for propelling answers also the purpose of condensing, 
and its supply being comparatively unlimited, they are not confined to what pressure they 
work the steam at, as is the case in ordinary low-pressure engines, if necessary, to dis. 
pense with the exhaust pipe communicating with the condenser, and thereby work high. 
pressure.—5. In the use ef a rack and segmental tooth-whee!l motion, which by com. 
municating with valves to conduct pipes enables to reverse the course of the water, — 
6. In the slide-valves, or hatches, for pumping ship in case of leak ; these are pipes ang 
slides, or sluice valves, the former leading to the fore and after part of the ship. In the 
event of her springing a leak, by screwing down the slides, a communication is opened 
tu the leaky part of the vessel, and instead of the water being taken from the sea, it ig 
ped out of the ship’s hold by the same pump that propels her.—7. In a fire-extin- 
8 ing arrangement, being similar to that last described, whereby in case of fire the 
water from the delivery pipe, instead of entering the sea, may be sent into the ship’s 
hold. The drawings annexed to this specification show, by several different views, ar. 
rangements by which water is Jet in at the bows of the vessel to a pipe which proceeds 
to a chamber beneath the pumping-engine, and is forced by the action of the engine and 
pumping mechanism eut at the stern, propelling the vessel; or when the proper re. 
versing gear is set in motion, the water is forced out at the bows “ backing” the vesse!, 
A plan of arranging the engine horizontally is given, aud a modified arrangement of this 
engine and pumping mechanisin is shown adapted as a steam fire-cngine for floating or 
land purposes. 











A SKETCH OF THE GEOLOGY OF CHILL—No. II. 
BY ROBERT EDWARD ALISON. 

*" Mineral Productions.—Chili is rich in almost every class of metals , 
but the silver and copper and a few gold mines are the only ones which 
have been worked to any extent, and of late years have yielded immense 
quantities of ores. It contains ores of gold, silver, copper, lead, antimony, 
nickel, zinc, bismuth, iron, molybdena, and quicksilver; they are found 
in all the series of rocks between granite and trachyte. The metalliferous 
veins generally run N. and N.W. to 8. and §.E.; in some. places, how- 
ever, their course is very irregular, or extend east and west, 


The auriferous veins run nearly parallel to the grain, or imperfect cleav- 
age, of the surrounding granite rocks. Gold is most abundant in the 
stratified detritus derived from the degradation of the upper portion of the 
rocks. Copper ores, containing a small + of gold, are generally 
associated with micaceous specular iron. In the hills near to Rancagua, 
in the province of Santiago, are the only gold mines which are worked 
with any energy (excepting some new mines near to Copiapo); they are 
remarkable for the variety of minerals mixed with the gold, such as ga- 
lena, blende, copper pyrites, iron pyrites, and peroxide of iron, dissemi- 
nated in quartz veins running nearly north and south. Near to Illapel, in 
the province of Coquimbo, are some very poor gold mines, in the strata of 
the gypseous formation, in altered felspathic clay-slate, which alternate 
with purple porphyritic conglomerate. 
Silver Ores.—Until 1832 the only silver mines in Chili were those of 
Debresa, San Francisa, San Lorenzo, and San Pedro Nolages, in the 
province of Santiago, and several mines in Arqueros, 17 leagues from Co- 
quimbo ; but these mines are now nearly abandoned for the rich silver 
mines in the province of Atacama, near to Copiapo. Within a circuit of 
25 leagues from iapo there are about 19 silver mineral districts; the 
richest are Chanarcillo 2nd Tres Puntas. In Chanarcillo the upper parts 
of the mines produce native silver, chloride, with a small quantity of bro- 
mite and sodite, associated with the chloride of silver, and carbonate of 
lead. In Colerado Mine, at Chanarcillo, embolite, with native silver, is 
occasionally found. In the mine of San Antonia, in the same district, is 
found bismuthic silver ore, containing silver, bismuth, copper, and arsenic. 
As mines become deeper the silver ores are changing principally into an 
antimonial sulphuret of silver, called by the natives ‘ metales frios” (cold 
ores). As they will not amalgamate in the usual way, they are all sent 
to England. Some of the mines in Chanarcillo yield nearly pure silver; 
the most productive are in the hands of four or five large capitalists, and 
are well worked on the European system. The ground near the good 
mines, in a line with the supposed veins, is sold at enormous prices, the 
value increasing with, and being regulated according to, the distance from 
the working mines.

Copper.—The mines of copper ma said to occupy the first rank of 
productions of Chili. The exports of apne, regulus of copper, and cop- 
per ores, during the year 1856 were more than eight millions of dollars; 
calculated at the current value of the year, and the quantities during the 
years, 1857 and 1858 must have been fully as much. Copper is found, in 
more or less abundance, from the province of Santiago to the most north- 
ern point of Chili. It is found generally in the lower granitic and meta- 
morphic schistose series, greenstones, altered felspathic clay -slates, diorite, 
and porphyritic conglomerate. It is worthy of remark that sometimes the 
rocks, to a considerable distance from the metallic veins, are indurated 
and blackened, as if they had been subjected to a great heat. ‘The copper 
ores consist of sulphurets, per pyrites, arsenical copper (sometimes 
called “‘domeykite”), found in the Calabazo Mine, in Coquimbo, some 
mines near Elqui, towards the Cordillera, and the San Antonio Mine, near 
to Copiapo; grey copper, containing silver, red oxide, atacamite, sub- 
sulphuret of copper, and bismuth, blue and green carbonates, olevenite, 
vanadate of lead, and copper, in La Marquesa Mine, and above Elqui; 
oxo-sulphurets in Andacollo, with rich bunches of red oxide and laminw 
of native copper, and a sulpho-antimoniate of copper, in the Cordillera, 
near to the thermal springs called Los Bunos. ‘The whole provinces of 
Coquimbo and Atacama contain many hundreds of mines, more or less 
rich, The average produce of copper may be considered to be about 12 
per cent., though there are many of 40 up to 60 percent. The richest 
mines are at Tamaya, about 40 miles from the Port of Tragoy, in the pro- 
vince of Coquimbo. One mine there, called El Pique, belonging to Don 
Jose Tomas de Unnexeta, produces from 130,000 to 140,000 qtls. yearly, 
of an average produce of 35 per cent.; the ores of Tamaya are nearly all 
sulphurets. At Illapel, about 70 leagues from Serena, there are about 
200 mines, but none of them are worked with activity, from the difficulty 
of conveying the ores to a market. At Jarrabillos, 10 leagues from Se- 
rena, a mineral district has lately been formed ; the ores are princi- 
pally black sulphurets. At Andacollo, 16 leagues, there are several good 
mines, producing oxo-sulphurets, red oxides, and native copper. La 
Higuera, 18 leagues from Serena, is an important mining district, containing 
numerous mimes of yellow sulphuret of copper, but of very poor produce. 
At La Campania, 5 leagues from the capital of uimbo, is a mine which 

uces enormous quantities of sulphuret and carbonates of copper; the 

proprietor, Mr. Charles Lambert, smelts part at his establishment close to 
Serena, and at another at Port Coquimbo, and the rest at his establishment 
near to Swansea. Since the silver mines of Atacama have become less 
productive than formerly, numerous copper mines have been opened along 
the coast of Atacama; the ores are abundant, but the produce is rather low. 
It is only within the last 30 years that the rich sulphurets of copper were 
smelted by the natives, who abandoned their mines when they ceased to 
yield carbonates. Generally the carbonates are found nearer the sur/qce, 
and below they change into sulphurets. The copper mines are very badly 
worked, with the exception of some at Tamaya and Tarrabillos ; the pro- 
prietors are generally men without any capital, therefore are obliged to 
work their mines in such a = as to obtain the means to pay their daily 
expenses. Notwithstanding all the disadvantages which the Chilian miner 
has to contend with, the value of upwards of twelve millions of dollars was 
exported in 1856 in copper and silver, a the quantity at the cur- 
rent value of the year. From data obtained wit care, the quantity 
of copper annual 4 produced now in Chili may be estimated at about 
20,000 tons, which includes the bar copper, regulus of copper, and copper 
ores. The following tables are taken from the Government returns ; the 
calculation of the mean produce of copper in the regulus and ores is based 
upon long and intimate experience from the purchase and smelting of 
more than a million quintals of ores annually.

SPEEDY anp ECONOMIC CONVERSION or IRON into STEEL. 

For a long period the attention of our metallurgists has been occupied 
in endeavouring to discover a better and more economical mode of con- 
verting iron into steel. We could mention several inventions which, al- 
though they have possessed in themselves a greater or lesser degree of 
merit, yet have failed to attain any practical object. Mr. Farrar, however, 
appears to have been able to effect this, and his method is very simple. 
‘The iron is first cut into pieces from 2 to 3 in. long, and placed in a cru- 
cible made of plumbago; to this sal-ammoniac, cyanogen, and manganese 
are added, dnd the chemical action caused by these expels the sulphur and 
phosphorus. At present the best steel is generally manufactured from the 
Deonendens iron, the average price of which is about 34/. per ton. We 
have seen a rifle sword which was turned out from steel made from this 
process, about 14 days since, at Birmingham ; this was made from Ponty- 
pool iron, the value of which may be taken at 10/. per ton ; it had been 
subjected to all the proofs which the Government weapons undergo, and 
had stood the test. Under the old process it took from 15 to 20 days to 
convert iron into steel, and then when the product was turned out it de- 
pended more on the experience of the master and the skill of the workman 
than on any acknowledged rules of science. 

Steel even from the best makes often gave great dissatisfaction to the 
consumer, owing to the want of uniformity in the ingots. The Damascus 
Steel and Iron Company are now working under this patent in New York, 
and are making 40 tons of cast-stecl per week of equal quality, the con- 
version of the iron into steel occupying about three hours. The Emperor 
of the French, with that acumen for which he is noted, has ordered a com- 
mission to investigate the merits of this invention, and we are informed 
samples of steel have been turned out from French iron which have been 
tound equal to the best from Swedish of the first brand. When we consider 
the saving which not only can be effected in time, but likewise in material, 
we cannot but consider this one of the most useful inventions of the age. 
English iron, or in fact any sort of iron, can be utilised with the same ad- 
vantage as the best Russian and Swedish, and turn out equally as good a 
product: the steel of which we have seen several specimens is of the best 
quality, and capable of being worked into the finest articles. It is to be 
trusted that manufacturers will not neglect availing themselves of this 
great practical advantage, which must effect so greatasaving. The patent

Bray’s Traction ENGIng, AND THE SoutH Devon Iron Company.— 
(From our Correspondent.)—1 am sorry to have to report to you that the engine broke 
down on Tuesday last between Livarton and the bottom of Town Hill. The injury is 
serious, and will probably take some considerable time to repair. It is only what has 
been expected by all who are not blinded by interest; the wear and tear of these rough 
roads is more than such a machine can bear. Since I Jast communicated, the engine has 
been employed in carrying iron from the bottom of the hill to the wharf, generally a load 
of from 8to9 tons. As I said before, the economy of this may appear to the directors 
of the South Devon Iron Company, but it is not evident to others. Itis understood that 
the company are forming a permanent station at the bottom of the hill, for which pur- 
pose, it is sald, they are about purchasing a small plot of land. A considerable quantity 
of iron, no doubt, exists at the Atlas Mine, the exact extent of which, however, can only 
be known to those who have carefully examined the deposit ; but if it exists in the quan- 
tity stated by the company, there can be little doubt as to the propriety of giving up 
these toying experiments, and doing as other men of business do who have good iron 
mines—get a railway. Thiscan be done in two ways—either by making an entirely new 
Jine from the mine to the wharf, or by obtaining the old Haytor Granite Railway ; the 
former course, although the more expensive, would be the more effective. The line 
could be easily made on a gentle incline the whole way from the mine, and the value of 
the land on the heath field is not great. The latter course would cost less at first, aud 
although not so effective as the other might still be made satisfactory. The Granite 
Railway passes quite near the boundary of the Atlas property, but high up on the side 
of the hill at the bottom of which the iron mine is situated. It would be to 
have an Inclined plane and a drawing-machine to bring the iron up to the railway ; but 
this done, and the road properly repaired, all difficulties would beat anend. The pump- 
ing-engine at Atlas is nearly complete, and the 60-feet stamping-wheel in active course 
of erection. In the erection of this hinery the directors are understood to be pressing 
on with unusual, and some consider unsafe, rapidity. Heavy machinery is not to be 
hurried beyond a reasonable point, except at the expense of durability. It is to be hoped 
that the company’s engineer, Mr. Gray, however he may be pressed by gentlemen inex- 
perienced in such matters, may not be induced to hazard his reputation by sanctioning 
hasty erections, by which two or three weeks may be saved, at the cost of future failure. 








CommerctAL Enterprise In New Granapva.—lIn the Mining Journal 
of June 25 we referred to the projected formation of a limited liability company in 
London to acquire grants and concessions of lands in South America; to promote an ex- 
tensive plan of emigration, colonisation, and trading; to ascertain and render available 
for the benefit of the company the mineral, agricultural, and commercial resources of such 
Jands ; to sell, rent, or farm the same; to make roads of wood or iron; aqueducts in 
and viaducts over, and otherwise generally to improve such lands. To this company has 
been Jegally assigned the treaty made, in 1855, by the Republic of New Granada, grant- 
ing 640,000 hectares (1,600,009 English acres) of lands, which treaty remains extant. 
This portion of South America is known to be rich in mineral wealth, and the mines, be- 
ing accessible, can be worked at acomparatively small expense, The landed concessions 
embrace all the anworked mines and minerals; and the fertility of the soil and the sa- 
lubrity of the climate conduce to agricultural productiveness, the staples of which are

This, together with the position of the shaft, and the hindrances 
of the crevices, which the captain speaks of in his reports (these I found to looked upon 
by the miners as a sure sign of success), evidently reduce the samplings. Should the 
lode hold on (and there is every prospect of it, and of it becoming a solid mass), and the 
men get to work in the 43, there cannot be a shadow of a doubt but the samplings will 
be largely increased. It ought specially to be borne in mind that the point aimed at 
from the commencement of Dale is only now being approached, the dip of the pipe not 
being so vertical as first anticipated.

Were this accomplished, Dale would from this day forward be a very 
profitable undertaking: even as it is the profits cannot fail to be good.

Great Wueat Vor.—When a certain course of operations have been 
decided upon, the prosecution of which will involve a definitive period, it certainly does 
not seem just, when little more than one-third of thit period has elapsed, that premature 
conclusions should be drawn, although fairly enough unbiassed opinions may, with pro- 
priety, be jated. In D ber last it was agreed that an extension of development 
should take place, and thus lay open and render available new and proiuctive ground.

VENTILATION OF Coat Mines.,—Several efforts have been made to sub- 
stitute mechanical for farnace ventilation in collieries, the latest invention being that of 
Mr. John Wilson, of Sanderiand, which is based upon the principle that to inject pure 
air is preferable to the creating of a vacuum. The method by which he proposes to ac- 
complish the object in view is by the construction of a receiver near the mouth of the 


escape. The invention itseif is certainly very ingenious and efficient, and obviates the 
present objections tothe employment of gas in private houses and picture galleries ; and 
as it requires no alteration in any of the gas-fittings or appendages, it will, doubtless, be 
generally adopted by those using gas under circumstances where the pernicious effects 
of gas smoke on property and health are likely to be experienced, or where any economy 
of ption of gas is desirable, asa saving in this respect of full25 per cent. is sald to 
be effected by the use of this contrivance. The article is in app an or t 
appendage, and is too simple to get out of order; it is composed of a common metal band, 
and a mesh of platina wire, which is indistructible by fame.

Mr. Sanderson estimates the absolute loss of useful effect of fuel in the 
best constructed biast-furnaces as 80 per cent. of the whole. 

Mr. Tite has estimated that a work like the Great Pyramid could not 
now be cgnstructed, with all the aids of modern science, for less than 30,000,0001. 

The cost of the Britannia Bridge was about 602,000/., of which the ma- 
sonry cost 159,000/., the whole cost of making and erecting the tubes was 443,0007. 
‘The Conway tubular bridge cost 145,191/,, of which the whole cost of 
the tubes, including their erection, was 106,690/., the cost of the masonry having been 
about 38,5002. 

A short depression of half an inch in a railway bar having been carefully 
painted, it was found after the passage of a fast train that none of the wheels had touched 
the rail for a length of nearly 2 ft. 

Smeaton constructed and worked water-pressure engines. Trevithick 
made one some time about the year 1804. A large water-pressure engine was erected in 
1824, in Freyburg, Saxony, at a depth of 360 ft. in a mine. 

Cast steel, when hardened to too great an extent, has been known to ex- 
plode violently. A case was reported, inthe Franklin Institute Journal for 1844, where 
a hardened steel step or bushing, 14g in. in diameter, and having a ¥ in. hole, exploded 
with a report like that of a pistol. 

By a careful adjustment of apparatus Dr. Scoresby succeeded in measur- 
ing with great accuracy throngh a distance of 126 ft., by means of the deflection of a de- 
licately suspended needle acted upon by a distant magnet. Distances through solid rock 
may be very accurately determined in this way. 

A glass tumbler, after having been entirely filled with spirits, or so full 
that two or three drops more would cause it to overflow, will receive nearly a handful of 
raw cotton without any of the spirits being spilled. Cotton is much more porous, and 
thus has a greater power of absorption than sponge. 

Rock crystal is melted and spun in much the same manner as glass. 

The former, however, when dropped in melted drops into water, is not rendered brittle. 
Such a drop, if strack by a hammer, causes the latter to rebound, and the drop may be 
driven into the surface of a brick without being broken. 

It a piece of polished zinc and one of tarnished lead are placed in contact 
in a humid atmosphere, the latter only, when the temperature has fallen, will be found 
to have received a deposition of moisture. The zinc as long as, and no longer than, the 
two metals are in contact, will remain perfectly dry. 

In 1842, Dr. Payerne, by means of a process which he hail contrived for 
the artificial production of air, remained three hours under water, in a cistern at the 
Polytechnic Institution. The temperature of the external air being 74°., that indicated 
within his apparatus was 65°. Dr. Payerne offered to the Admiralty to descend to any 
depth, and remain under water for 24 hours. 

Forcep Tron Prates.—In the exhibition of the Rouen foundries are to 
be remarked two forged iron plates for thesteam-frigate Za Gloire, in course of construc- 
tion at Toulon. They weigh 1050 kilogrammes (2310 |b.), are 11 centimétres (4% in.) 
thick, and 70 centriinétres (274 in.), by 1 métre75 cent. (5 ft. 8% in.). All these shot- 
proof plates were furged on templates of the vessel, and are ready to be put in place.

Coxe Ovens.—Mr, Joseph, Rhostyllan, constructs an oven with an arched 
top, with an aperture therein, or he constructs a chamber from which flues are carried 
down the side and away toa chimney, and he admits a regulated quantity of air into 
the oven and flues to effect the combustion of the gases. He constructs the floor which 
receives the coke with a shallow recess horizontal, or nearly so, at the bottom, and into 
which water is introduced, and the steam rising from this water pervading the coke ex- 
tinguishes it, cools it, and also carries off the sulphur. ‘The space between the two arches 
may be used as a furnace for heating crucibles, roasting ores, or other purposes. 


Supmarine Boat.—Mr. Masson, Evreux, to facilitate working under
